Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-57 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior arts of record to Sabat and Hugenberg fails to either alone or combine 
teach or suggest a design system for designing a first antenna system and a corresponding 
method of designing a first antenna system comprising the steps of retrieving demographic 
information of customers from a first database system; determining communication traffic 
based on this demographic information; retrieving parameters of a second antenna system 
from a second database system; determining an antenna system configuration for the first 
antenna system based on the communication traffic and the parameters of the second 
antenna system ; and then determining a performance of the first antenna system in response to 
determining the antenna system configuration for the first antenna system as cited in claim 1, 
and similarly in claim 20 and 39.
